Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a drive 
controlling apparatus for controlling a drive of a plurality of optical adjusting members 
included in an optical system of an optical apparatus, wherein one of the plurality of modes 
includes set conditions that set the drive speed of a first optical adjusting member of the 
plurality of optical adjusting members to a preset speed and set the drive speed of a second 
optical adjusting member to a speed calculated from the drive speed of the first optical 
adjusting member such that the drive of the first and second optical adjusting members to the 
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preset positions stored in the memory are substantially simultaneously completed, and in 
combination with other elements. 

As to independent claim 8, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an optical 
apparatus comprising a drive controlling apparatus according to claim 1, and in combination 
with other elements. 

As to independent claim 9, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an image-taking 
system comprising a drive controlling apparatus according to claim 1, and in combination 
with other elements. 

As to claims 2-3 and 5-7, these claims arc dependent upon allowable independent claim 1 
and are thus also considered allowable over the prior art.
